The landing of the army at 
Sakhalin marks the first entry of the 
Japanese upon Russian territory loop­ 
er.

they have long felt

they relinquished 
the 
place forty years ago was unsatistac- 
tory. 
The 
Japanese

resistance, and are confident that it 
will certainly he captured.

miles north of Korasakorsk. 
“We captured two twelve-centimeter 
guns; two twelve-pounders and also 
an amount of ammunition. 
“We suffered no loss.”

Cincinnati, July ii.—in the custody 
of the United States marshal, under 
orders of United States Judge Coch­ 
ran. who last week assumed jurisdic­

Powers, 
charged with complicity in the murder 
of Governor Gobi I at Frankfort. Kv., 
in the winter of I DOO, 
was Monday 
night 
lodged 
in the 
Newport 
Jail, 
across the river from this city, where 
he will be held pending a decision of 
the various legal points arising out of 
his transfer 
from state to 
federal 
jurisdiction. 
When Powers arrived at 
the Newport jail a controversy arose 
between 
Jailer 
Ploeger and 
Mayor 
Kumbold as to what cell the prisoner 
should occupy. 
The mayor insisted that the cell es­ 
pecially prepared for Powers was not 
the proper place. 
Ploeger and Mayor 
Humbold finally came to blows and the 
latter was knocked down. 
During the 
fight between the mayor and the jailer 
the furniture in the cell prepared for 
Powers was confiscated by unknown 
persons. 
Subsequently 
bowers 
was 
placed In another cell with other pris­ 
oners. 
where he 
will remain 
until 
Jailer Ploeger can secure other quar­ 
ters for him. 
For five years Powers 
has been in 
prison, he has been tried four times 
and sentenced to death three times, 
but as he walked into the jail he ex­ 
pressed hope of his ultimate acquittal 
of tho charge against him. 
He was 
the only one of those 
charged with 
conspiracy to murder William Goebel 
to 
be convicted 
and 
sentenced 
to 
death. 
His fight for his life 
has been re­ 
markable and the attorneys express 
the belief that three more years may

A brakem an by the name of Chas. 
(Bromley, who was working on freight 
No. 50, was brutally 
assaulted and 
thrown from tho train by tram ps near 
Deerwood shortly after 1*2 o’clock last 
eight. 
It was not until after No. 53 had pass­ 
ed through 
Deerwood th a t Cromley 
found his way to the depot in a semi­ 
conscious condition, with his face and 
clothing covered with blood, and man­ 
aged to tell his story to the station 
agent. 
He said ho had l>een on the train 
since it left Duluth and th a t the train­ 
men encountered an unusual number of 
hoboes who were trying to steal rides. 
Several times he threw men off and at 
McGregor he threw off a gang of three 
men. 
It is thought th a t they caught 
on again and Cromley 
thinks they 
sought him out and proceeded to get 
revenge. 
One of them tackled him and 
the other tw’o pounded him. 
They fin­ 
ally threw’ him from the top of a car 
and all he can remember after that is 
awaking and finding himself in utter 
darkness and the train had gone on and 
left him. 
Cromley said that he then tried to 
crawl to his feet but found difficulty in 
doing this. 
He finally came to enough 
to make his way to the depot where he 
found the agent and explained to him 
his predicament. 
He was surprised to learn that No. 53 
had gone through some time before 
that. 
Dr. Reid was called at Deerwood 
and he dressed the young m an’s wounds. 
He took seven or eight stitches in a 
gash in the young man's forehead, the 
other wounds on his body were also 
dressed and when No. 14 came along in 
the morning he was sent back to his 
home in Duluth. 
The train men state th a t they are 
having more trouble than for years with 
tram ps who are trying continually to 
steal rides on the trains. 
I t is worth a

Cromley was without doubt thrown 
off the train for dead, for it is believed 
from what he told the agent that the 
men who assailed him intended to kill 
him.

only 
$150,090. 
He 
admitted 
that 
neither principal nor interest had been 
paid and that the Equitable had been 
forced to foreclose. 
He admitted that, 
as a member of the executive commit­ 
tee of the Equitable, he had not ad­ 
vised (his loan, but had voted for it. 
He confessed to making a promise that 
the Equitable should De made whole, 
but iii the same breath said that prom­ 
ise was not legally binding. 
Jacob Ii. Sohift, confronted with rec­ 
ords of the Equitable that Kuhn, Loeb 
A- Co. had 
sold a large amount
